REVIVAL CHURCHES —NO. VIL 

My last number was occupied with a brief his- 
tory of Pine street, Salem street, and East Boston 
churches, and of the late revivals enjoyed by 
them. : ; 

Mariners’ Church.—In 1812, Rev. Dr. Jenks 
commenced his labors among seamen, under the 
patronage of the “ Boston Society for the Reli- 
gions and Moral Instruction of the Poor.’ He 
preached half of the Sabbath, at a Hall over the 
arch on Central wharf. He continued his labors 
until 1826. In 1228, the Boston Seaman's Friend 
Society was formed. On Jan. 1, 1830, the Mari- 
ners’ Church was dedicated, and on the 20th of 
the same month, a ehureh of nine members was. 
gathered, Rev. Stephen Bailey officiated as 
Seaman's preacher from 1826 to IS28: Rev. Jon- 
athan Greenleaf from TS28 to 1833; Rev. Do M. 
Lord from IS34 to the present time. The whole 
number that has been admitted to this Church, is 
about 250. This church has 


shared in the revi- 
val of the present vear. 


Several interesting cases 
of conversion took place among the sons of the 
ocean. Abont 80 have admitted to the 
church. It is difficult to tell the precise number 
of conversions ina congregation so fluctu iting as 
that of seamen.

Congregational Society was organized under the 
general statute of the commonwealth, on the 7th 
of December, 1841, and recognized the Franklin 
street Church as associated with them in the 
ship of God. On the 2ith of Dee. the Franklin 
street the name of the Central 
Congregational Church, and on the 3ist of De- 
cember, 1841, the church edifice, erected in 
Winter street, was dedicated to the worship of 
God, e 

Before the church left the Odeon, a deep solic- 
itude was felt that they might enter the new house 
with right feelings. The y wished not only to 
consecrate the house to the worship of the only 
living and true God; but to consecrate them- 
selves and their families to his service. They ar- 
dently desired that the glory of God should till 
the house. There is reason to believe that God 
had accepted of this conseoration, even before 
they had entered the house that they bad builded 
unto the Lord. The commencement of the revi- 
val may be dated back to the time, when this so- 
licitude to enter the new house with a right state 
of feeling, was awakened. This revi- 
valin the hearts of the church. God prepared | 
their hearts to enter into his house with thanks- 
giving, and into his gates with praise. Soon af- ‘ 
ter the church was open, the pastor commenced a 4 
series of Sabbath Evening Lecturesjon the subject 
ofthe death of Christ. These were continued 
six orseven weeks, and then a series of evening 
meetings were continued through several succes- | 
sive weeks, The pastor and the church perform: 
ed nearly all the labor. God was pleased to bless 
the ordinary means of grace, Many thrilling in- 
cidents occurred in the progress of the work. 
They were such as glorified God, and edified his 
people. ‘The enterprise of erecting the new house 
was succeeded beyond their most sanguine ex- 
pectation. Pews were sold for suflicient to pay 
for the house. All the sittings are occupied, 
The number of church members when they en- 
tered the new house, was 250;

The building occupied by this church as a place 
of worship, is what was formerly known as the 
Mission House. It has been enlarged and repair- 
ed, 80 as to make a very convement place of wor- 
ship. When this enterprise commenced, this 
church was afeeble band.

God has given success to these efforts. At no | 
time since its existence, has the congregation | 
been without anxious souls, The admissions to | 
the church have been 126. Total number, 182. | 
The individuals are of various ages and condi- | 
tions in life. Some have come from Unitarian, | 
some from Universalist, and others from no con-| 
gregation at all, There is evidence that the Ho- 
ly Spirit is still with this people. 

The success of this enterprise shews what ! 
might be done, in this city, by the Chapel system. 
Were there erected three or tive chapels in dif- 
ferent and the most destitute parts of the city, a 
small church of working members gathered, and | 
a devoted pastor placed over them, much good 
might be done. Four or five Chapels could be} 
built with the money that is expended in erecting | 
alarge church edifice.

Dur ng 
the months of April and May, the brethren who 
had thus assn« lated themselves, met frequent Vtu 
promote the objeet which they In view; and 
hold a prayer-meeting.

and excitement. Soon tiie speaker arose, a young, 


sound principles as 


spruce, slim, well-dressed Methodist minister, 
about five feet eight inches from the sole to the 
crown, and, we must add, a little rakish for one 
of his profession. He took his stand in the “ dea- 
cons’ seat,” and after hitting the old-fashioned, 
ill-constructed, lofty pulpit, a moral knock— 
enough to bring it down from its dizzy height to 
this sublunary world—he began by saying, that, 
he sometimes preached sermons on temperance, 
sometimes made addresses, and sometimes gave 
lectures; but on that occasion he should preach 
asermon. The text was a misquotation of Shak- 
speare, the words of the honest Cassio, after 
the drunken scene in Othello: “O thou in- 
visible spirit of wine, if thou hadst no name to be 
known by, let us cali thee devil.” 

From these words, he soberly derived the senti- 
ment, and laid it down as the doctrine of the dis- 
course, “ that alcoholic drinks were the devil.” This 
point he undertook to prove. In doing it there 
was Wanting no grace in diction, no apparent 
logic in the argument, no skill in the attempt, no 
elegance nor energy in manner. In truth it was 
a superb piece of sophistry, captivating, forcible, | 
eloquent, and, in a literary point of view, the 
best piece of work on the subject, we ever heard 
froin one of that denomination. 

He said, that the proposition might be readily 
proved in a short way, viz: All that God made 
was good, Alcohol was not good, and could not 
theretore have been made by God. Butinasmuch 
as it was not good, it must have originated with 
the author of evil. It was therefore the child of 
the devil, and, as other children do, should bear 
the name of its father. It was therefore, to all 
intents and purposes, the devil. But such was 
not the argument on which he should rely. He 
wished to enter the subject, in: extenso, and then 
introduced about a half dozen reasons like the | 
following, to prove the proposition, and spent 
a good solid hour of time in their illustration and

By some he is 
believed to have been born before the death of 
John the Evangelist; others, perhaps with great- 
er probability, assign this event toa period some- 
What Jater. It is however admitted on all hands, 
that he lived in early life in Asia Minor, and en- 
joyed the friendship and received the instructions 
of Polyearp, the disciple of John. But one gen- 
eration therefore intervened between him and 
the Apostles: and kence he is a witness of high 
authority as to their views of Infant Baptism.

TRUE PATRIOTISM 
Our readers will recollect that some weeks ago} 
we had an article on the subject of Christian Pa-! 
triotism, as exemplified in the life of Washington, 
in which we promised more of the same tenor 
But, from various ¢ auses, we were unable to pursue 
it at that We then show, | 
from the early history of this great and good man, 
that he was actuated mainly by a disinterested asl 


time endeavored to 


gard tothe public good; and to show this, we fol 


-} 
lowed him from his entrance upon public life to 
his retirement to Mount Vernon at the close of the 
French war. The next point of observation, where | 
we find this trait of character conspicuous, was at | 
the commencement of the Revolution, when, by 
the unanimous voice of Congress, he was called to 
the difficult and responsible office of commander in| 
chiefofthe American Army. This was no envi- 
able position. Onthe one hand, it was exposing | 
him, in case ofthe failure of the enterprise, to ig- 
Nominious punishment for treason against Great 
Britain; and on the other hand, to the suspicion 
and jealousy of his own countrymen, always jeal- 
ous of military power. Yet, these were nothing 
in comparison with the inherent difficulties of his 
position. He was to raise an army out of nothing, | 
to contend against a well disciplined force of regu- 
lar troops; and this, too, with very limited means, 
and very inadequate powers. Congress was little | 
more than a committee of safety, deriving all their 
powers from the state governments They were | 
Without resources, and the jealousy of the states | 
would not permit them to exercise the power which 
Was indispensable to the formation of an ¢ fective | 
army. The consequence w as, that the army with 
which Wasiington was to contend against the 
whole power of the British nation, was made up of 
militia, called out fora few months only, or new 
recruits, enlisted fora single year. At the same 
time, the appointment of oflicers was reserved to 
the several states. In this state of things, “

The militia, instead of calling forth their utmost 
efforts to a brave and manly opposition in order to 
repair our losses, are dismayed, intractable, and 
impatient to return. Great numbers of them have 
gone off; in some instances, almost by whole regi- 
ments, by half one ind by companies ata time. 
This « ircumstance, of itself, independent of others, 
when fronted by a well appointed enemy, supert- 
or in number to our whole collected force, would 
be sufficiently disagreeble ; but, when their exam- 
ple has infected another part of the army, when 
their want of discipline, and refusal of almost 
every kind of restraint and government, have pro- 
duced a like conduct but too common to the whole, 
and an entire disregard of that order and subordi- 
nation necessary to the well-doing of an army, and 
which had been inculeated before, as well as the 
nature of our military establishment would admit 
condition becomes still more alarming ; 
and, with the decpest concern, Lam obliged to con. 
fess my wantof confidence in the generality of the 
troops.”

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 
Theopneuston, or Select Scriptures considered. By 

S. HM. Cor, D. D of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Dayton and Ne wman. lov pp. 1sme. 

The hard, foreign title of this litle book—or 
bibliaridion, as the author calls it—is rather forbid- 
ding; which isa pity, because the volume itself— 
when we come to gel into it—is attractive, agree- 
able, uuique. We were just on the point of saying 
that the stvle was « peculiar,” und the whole 
thing remarkably * characteristic’’—butthe author 
has forestalled our sa 
c 


icity in making this discov- 
ory, and admonished us, by his contempt of critics, 
to be silent. The design of the book is to explain 
select portions of S ripture, and the mode of doing 
itis certainly new and original, There are nine 
select pas s considered ; three of them, especial- 
ly, are intended to be corrections of popular er- 
rors. For instance, the passage in Matt. 3: 10; 
“ The axe is laid unto the root of the trees." "The 
common idea as to the meaning ofthis passa 
ly, that it has reference to the act of fe lling a tree 
—eutting itup by the roots—thoroughly exUrpating 
it—the author of Theopneuston says isa false and 
myurious meaning ; and he even charges upon it 
radicalism, fanaticism, and ir cendiarism, in church 


and state. ‘The true sense, he says, indicates pa- 


tience, forbearance, gracious probation and merei- | 


ful delay, rather than recklessness and « utting up 


by the roots. & The axe lieth on the ground, near 


the root of the tree. It is quiescent and inactive. 
It reposeth there, in w ailing and in warning; with 
solemn menace of its ultimate use, if after a gra- 
ciously vouchsafed probation, there be no good 
fruit on the trees.” This is Dr. Cox's paraphrase 


of the passage which it seems has been so much 
misunderstood
